Perfectly Clean on Forestry Re­ 
serves and Farmers Need 
Have no Fear. 


C om m issioner of F o re stry Robert 
S. Conklin issued a sta te m e n t to-day 
branding as absolutely u n tru e all re ­ 
ports th a t the dreaded blister rust or 
any o th er tree pest m ight be carried 
I by che trees which the D epartm ent 
offers to d istribute free of charge. 
I 
“ O ur trees are as clean as any in 
A m erica, b ar none”, says the C om ­ 
m issioner. 
“ We are not giving them 
aw ay because they are dam aged or 
infected, but because w-e have a huge 
'su rp lu s w’hich we cannot plant on the 
I S tate F o rests on account of the en ­ 
listm ent of m any of our foresters. The 
trees for free distribution next spring 
are the best we have ever had, ami 
will stand com parison with the pro­ 
duct of any com m ercial n u rsery .” 
Several farm ers who w'ished to take 
ad v an tag e of the D ep a rtm en t’s offer 
of free tree s have hesitated about 
m aking application because they fe a r­ 
ed the trees m ig h t be infected. 
The 
C om m issioner’s 
sta te m en t th a t the 
trees are absolutely free from disease,

Washington, Dec. 18—In 
explana­ 
tion of the new war council he has 
created, Secretary Baker said it was 
not in any way a result of congress­ 
ional inquiry into operations of the 
War Department, nor was it related 
in any way to the interallied war con­ 
ference at Paris. 
The Secretary was not inclined to 
discuss in detail the 
purpose of the 
new council, but said it was to deal 
with larger problems facing the de­ 
partment 
in 
its war preparations, 
and did not infringe on the functions 
of the 
general staff. 
(Questions 
of 
supply and equipment, rather than 
military 
operations, therefore, 
pro­ 
bably will be within the jurisdiction 
of the new body. 
It is planned 
that 
at least one 
member of the council shall be fresh 
from France at all times, in order to 
keep the department 
in close touch 
with affairs at the front. Mr. Baker 
said he had no present plan of visit­ 
ing General Pershing’s forces himself, 
but would not bind 
himself not to 
make the trip. 
The council is composed of the Sec­ 
retary, 
the assistant secretary, the 
chief-of-staff, the provost marshal 
general, the quartermaster 
general 
and the chiefs of artillery and ord­ 
nance. 
The three latter will be re­ 
lieved of their present duties. 
Major General Goethals has been 
offered 
the post 
of 
quartermaster 
general to 
succeed Major 
General 
Sharpe, and it is 
understood that 
Brigadier General John 
D. Barrette 
has been selected to succeed 
Major 
General Weaver as chief of artillery. 
So far as is known no successor has 
been named for Major General Cro­ 
zier, chief of ordnance, whose nomi­ 
nation for another term was sent in 
by President Wilson a few days ago, 
while the General was under fire as 
a witness before the Senate commit­ 
tee investigating army preparations. 
Secretary 
Baker would make 
no 
comment on the changes. 
He would 
neither deny nor affirm even the state­ 
ment that the offer had been made 
to General Goethals, who was in 
Washington last week at Mr. Baker’s 
request.
